with a Festive Parade and Hands-On Family Activities 

(Cleveland, OH)— Echoes of Imagination is the theme of the 8th annual Parade the Circle 
Celebration to be held at Wade Oval in Cleveland’s University Circle, Saturday, June 14. “This is 
the only event of its kind in America,” according to Robin VanLear, artistic director for the parade 
and coordinator of community arts for the Cleveland Museum of Art. 

Parade the Circle includes a full day of free activities for the family from 1 1 a.m. to 4 p.m. From 
noon to 1 p.m. a colorful, carnival-style parade features one-of-a-kind performance ensembles, 
innovative people-powered floats, and other costumed participants, some on stilts and others 
operating giant aerial puppets. Over 1,5(X) participants are expected, including five professional 
parade artisits from Trinidad, the Iroko Drum and Dance Society, area schools, community groups 
and individuals. 

Afternoon events entail live music and dance performances on two stages, as well as hands-on 
activities at over 25 stations, including clay creations, pinwheel making, blindfolded golf, stained 
glass, musical instruments and many more. According to Whitney F. Bohan, Director of Public 
Relations for University Circle Inc., more than 30 of University Circle’s prominent cultural, 
medical, health and human services, and educational institutions come together to present this 
spectacular event.

Wade Oval Drive will be closed to traffic until the parade 
is completed — approximately 1:30 p.m.
